Information Disclosure Statement 

1 The article on "on recursive calculation of the generalized inversed matrix" by 
Saleem Mohideen and Vladimir Cherkassky, needs to be submitted. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 ,84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 302-310, as shown in fig. 3. Corrected drawing sheets, or amendment to 
the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description, are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 

1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the step of subtracting 
as recited in claims 1 3 and 4, the first three computing steps as recited in claim 2, the 
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exploiting step as recited in claim 5, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

4. Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures.

Specification 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 5, 
line 31, "fig. 2" should be "fig. 3". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 
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6. Claim 1 and 3-5 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 
1, variables "n, N, x, k" need to be defined; in addition, the claim recites an "assuming" 
step, however, such step is not connected with subsequent step(s). The same 
comment applies to claims 3 and 4. in addition, claim 3, what does it mean by 
"massaging" and "flipup"; line 6, "can be" should be replaced by -is-. Claim 5, line 2, 
"steps" should be "step"; line 7, "." Should be deleted. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "the reference signal" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. In addition, the claim recites the first 
three steps of "computing", however, it is unclear as to what is being computed; the 
recitation "a reference signal" in line 7 is vague and indefinite as there is an unclear 
antecedent in line 3. Line 9, "the received signal" and last line, "the long preamble 
sequence" lack of proper antecedent basis, respectively. 

9. Claim 5 is narrative in form and do not contain positively recited steps of a 
specific process. Note that method claims should set forth a series of steps in the 
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active tense in an instruction-like manner thereby reciting an actual method. The claim 
only recites a single step without any additional steps delimiting how its use is 
actually practiced. Dependent claims (if applicable) should further limit base claims by 
reciting additional method steps in a likewise fashion. Ex parte Erlich 3UPQ2d 1011 at 
1017[6]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1, 3, and 4 would be allowable if amended to overcome the objection

1 1 . Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
